At about 0015 UTC April 1, 1995, NMN the U.S. 
Coast Guard station in Chesapeake, Virginia tapped out 
the end of its final message with a long "SK" and gave the 
frequency over to static. 

The U.S. Coast Guard had followed the example of 
all of the other services and ceased to use Morse Code. 
The U.S. NAVY had long ago given up CW in their 
communications. Everything is now sent by voice or digital 
modes. 


In April 1993, the Coast Guard had ceased CW 
operations on medium wave frequencies (400-500 KHz). In 
June of that year they graduated their last class of comm- 
specialists who were trained to use the code. 

The use of CW by merchant ships has declined in 
recent years as it has for hams and the military. However, 
managers for shore stations KFS (San Francisco) and WLO 
(Mobile) report that the decline of CW has stopped. Both 
stations plan to continue offering CW service to those 
ships whose owners will not or cannot afford the additional 
expense of new computer equipment. 

At 2300 UTC March 31st, the operator at NMN 
worked a few last ships. As operator on the SS LANE 
VICTORY (KECW), | checked in to give them one last 73. 
The operator was sad and a little nervous as | imagine 
there were many watching him. The contact was smooth 
as any one of the hundreds of thousands the Coast Guard 
has handled over the years. Even though the crisp 
formality of commercial message handling was in the past, 
he still took the time to ask QRU? | had no message. | just 
wanted to say good bye.

RFI changes proposed 


The FCC has proposed to permit manufacturers 
and suppliers of computers and computer peripherals to 
market their equipment without having to apply for 
equipment certification and await FCC approval, in ET 
Docket 95-19. 

These devices now must be FCC-certified to 
ensure that they do not cause interference to radio 
services, including amateur. Certification requires that all 
measurement data and a detailed description of the 
product be submitted to the Commission’s laboratory for 
review and approval. 

The certification process can take 35 days or more, 
the FCC said, and eliminating the wait could save the 
computer industry some 250 million dollars a year, the 
industry has said. The FCC called the current regulations 
"particularly burdensome for small manufacturers" and said 
its proposed new authorization procedure would "align" 
FCC requirements for personal computers with those 
"used successfully in other parts of the world." 

Under the proposed new procedure, FCC 


authorization would be replaced by a process based ona 
manufacturer’s or supplier's Declaration of Conformity 
(DoC). The Commission also has proposed the option of 
permitting personal computer compliance to be based on 
tests and DoCs of individual componenis, without further 
testing of completed assemblies.

Petition threatens W1AW 


A petition for rule making before the FCC would 
eliminate all one-way transmissions such as code practice 
and information bulletins on the amateur bands below 30 
MHz, including those from W1AW. 

The FCC has assigned file number RM-8626 to the 
petition, which was filed by Frederick O. Maia, W5yYI, 
publisher of the commercial newsletter the W5YI Report. 
The petition seeks to eliminate the rules that permit 
one-way information bulletins and Morse code practice in 
the amateur bands below 30 MHz. The effect of the 
petition would be to silence W1AW bulletin and code 
practice transmissions, among others. 

Maia calls the FCC rule that permits certain 
one-way transmissions on the amateur bands "a very 
permissive category and taken in its broadest context, 
permits just about anything to be transmitted that is even 
remotely associated with the Amateur Service.” 

Maia says that code practice is now available on 
computer software, and information bulletins about 
Amateur Radio can be had on various computer on-line 
services. 

Comments on the petition may be sent in the form 
of a letter to the Secretary, FCC, Washington, DC 20554. 
The file number, RM-8626, should be shown prominently 
at the top. An original and five copies is preferred, but 
single copy comments will be accepted. 

A copy should also be sent to Mr. Maia’s lawyer, 
Raymond A. Kowalski, Keller and Heckman, 1001 G Street 
NW, Washington DC 20001. The deadline for comments 
on the petition is May 4, 1995.

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Field Day contest weekend is June 24-25. Mark your calendars! 


For those who are new to amateur radio: Field Day is one of the biggest radio contests of the year. The underlying idea 
is to give amateurs practice making contacts under disaster conditions. This means the participants are encouraged to set up and 
operate portable stations. You can operate at home, but it’s better (worth more points) to "setup shop" elsewhere. For the past 
several years we have been going up to Mt. Madonna County Park (Southern end of the county). We usually have a variety of stations 
and antennas. The stations include phone, CW, digital, novice, solar, VHF, etc. The antennas include: couple of beams on towers 
(one is a sizable crank-up on a specially made trailer), a long wire, and miscellaneous dipoles and verticals. The more exotic the power 
source, the better. We usually use batteries, generators, and solar cells. We operate under a classification where several transceivers 
are on the air at one time. We are allowed a certain amount of time to set up--that’s why some of us go up Friday afternoon. Once 
set up, we have 24 hours (starting at a specific time) to make as many contacts as possible.
